DUTCH ‘EAST INDIES.. 


‘Conscription of Natives Suggested. 


Lendon, December 6. 
‘The Simes bas published s Dutch Supplement dealing largely 
with the Dutch Indies. It inclades an article by General Ipijders, 
ex-Commander-in-Chief, in which, referring to the conscription of 


European Dutch inhabitants in the Dutch Indies, ho says that the| . 


strength of the European force is insignificant, so that the introduc- 
tien of limited-military conscription of the native population—fsr the 
time being at least in respect of the population of Java—mast follow. 

General Ipijders says that tho material of the Navy is obsolete, 
and emphasises thatthe Navy must..constitute the main force for 
the defence of the Dutch Indies. A weak East Indinn Navy is 
completely powerless for its gigantic and difficuit task. but if 
plans for new construction materialise the force to be present in East 
Indian waters will be fairly sufficient to prevent belligerents from 
violating Datch territory. 

The General asks whether a Government with Py wavering de- 
fence policy governed by economic pressure will be a match for 
anthmilitarists and disarmament bigots, »who assert that the 
Washington Conference will make medsures fer the defence of the 
Datch Indies saperiaous.

Japan and Tsingtao Customs. 

As regards the Shantung question an announzement has been 
made in, the course of an official statement declarng thas Mr. 
Hanibara stated that “Japan will renounce preferential rights as 
regards foreign assistance in persons, capital and material ‘as 
stipulated under the SinsGerman Treaty of March 6, 15895. Atter 
an exchange of views, the delesations decided that the Customs 
at Tsingtao will be made an integral part of the Maritime Customs 
with the understanding, firstly, that the Chinese Govermment will 
make a recommeadation to the Inspect reneral at the Chinese 
Maritime Customa with a view tu permitting Js 2 traders at 
Tsingtao ta communicate with the said eustoms the Japanese 
language; secondly, that the Chinese Government make a recom. 
mendat.on that in the selection a suitadle stat for the Tsingtar 
Customs, considerat shall be given within the limits established 
by the service regulations to the needs of the trade of Tsingtao, 
with these two understandings, vis, that the Japanese delegates 
waived all privileges formeriy enjoyed by the Germans in relation 
to the Maritime Custos at Tsingtao and that the provisional Siso- 
Japanese agreement relative to the Maritime Cusatoma Otte at 
Tsingtao of August 6, 1915, wil! be- automatically abrogated when 
the abovementioned decision comes into effect.

yiscount Takahashi’s 
Economie Proposals. 


A Peking telegram to the fsahi 
say3 that the Takahashi Cabinet 
is regarded in Peking as a con- 
tinuation of the Hara Cabinet, 
aod it is generally heli that no 
change will be made in the 
China policy of the Japanese 
Government. Inconnection with 
the appointment of Viscount 
Takahashi, his advocacy of a 
Sino-Japanese economic alliance, 
which was made public some 
months azo, ig recalled by many 
Chinese publicists, and in some 
quarters apprehension is en- 
tertained that the new Premier 
may frame some  pasitive 
policy for the realisation of this 
scheme. 

One of the Chinese papers, in 
commenting on the formation of 
aCabinet by Viscount Takabashi, 
saya that although Mr. Hara was 
not a-militarist himself, be bad 
the military behind dim, 
and the new Takahashi 
Cabinet may he regarded in 
the same light as the Hara Minis- 
try, and called a militarist Ca- 
bicet. The policy pursued by the 
Hara Cabinet towards China had 
for its prime object economic 
aggression on Chins,as was ev- 
idenced by its dealings with the 
Chinesa Government of . the 
Shantung and Fakien ques- 
tions, the Nikolsevak affair. the 
salt fields ‘in Tsingtav, and the 
gold standard at Dairen. This 
policy will be adhered to by the 
Takahashi Cabinet, 

Some time ago, recalls the 
Chinese josrnal, Viscount Taka- 
hashi urged the necessity of an 
economic alliance being conclud- 
ed b.tween Japan and China, and 
‘this idea may also be taken as 
another indication of Japan's 
economic penetration of China. 
Ie ig fair to assume, the paper 
concludes, that the change in the 
Premiersbip will bring about no 
change in Japan’s China policy, 
which is manife tly aggressive.

Impressive Ceremony at the 
Unknown Warrior’s Tomb. 


On the lich. of lass month 
General Pershing laid the Con- 
gressional Medal of Honour or 
the grave of the Unknown British’ 
Warrior in Westminster abbey. 

Tha: the United States should 
confer on an Unknown British 
Warrior the highest military 
honour that can be bestowed by 
its, Governmeat—that jealously 
guarded and rarely granted Medal 
of Honour, which can only be 
woo “at the risk of life, above 
and beyond the call of duty ™: 
thet Congress should pass 5 
special Act enabling this honour 
to be paid to one who was 
not a citizen -of .the United 
States; that by the request 
and in the presence of the Ampri- 
can Ambassadorths m dalshculd 
ba Iaid upon tha tomb by the 
hand of the great soldier who is 
now the successorof Washington, 
Grant, Sherman, and Sheridan 
as Cieneral of the Armies of the 
United States, and thas the 
ceremony should take place while 
the eyes of all the world are 
turned to, tha caming Congress 
at Washington—here is great 
matter for pride and hope, says the 
Timeszand it seemed to be by 
sometbing more than accident ar 
the working of unalterable law 
that, just atthe beginning of the 
ceremony, the sun should stream 
down, in its natural gold, through 
a window not yet painted, upon 
the Union Jack that was spread 
at the foo: of the Unknown 
Warrior's grave. 

With the Union Jack at its foot 
and the wreaths bestowed about 
its edge, che stone that temporari- 
ly covers the Uokrown Warrior's 
grave near the west end of the 
Abbey was bare, save for a lit'le 
case full of rosaries and sacred 
emblems thst lies at its head. 
The.space about it was shut off 
frommtbe reat of the Nave by a 
barrier, throwgh which passed 
only those who had been specially 
invited to. seats of honour round 
the grave. 

The Nave was packed with 
people facing north and south, 
and Jined- with soldiers and 
sailors of the United States Army 
and Navy, among them some of 
General Pershing’s picked bat- 


talion, strapping fellows in khaki. 


or blue, who seemed to have all 
the smartness and the immobility 
to which we are accustomed in 
British troops on sacb occasions. 

Very soon after half-past 11 
those nearthe grave could hear 
from the far end of the Abbey the 
voices of the choir singing 
the processional hymn, “The 
Supreme Sacrifice,” of which 
the author is Mr.

Europe can no longer buy from 
America, becau-e the exchanges 
are depreciating: if America 
would sell her goods, the ex- 
changes mnat , be stabilised.

~ Light on an Old Problem. 

‘Tha Master of Trinity remind- 
ed an audience at the Royal In- 
stitntion thin summer that all 
matters ia now believed to consist 
of the sama°unite, These units 


charge of electricity, aud protons, 
particles with a positive charge 
and with mass roughly eq 

ent to that af hydrogen atom. 
The properties and qualities of 
the elements depend on the nam 
ber and arrangement of tho units 
contained in their atoms. The 
differences, therefore, are 
physical, depanding on mass, 
electric charge, and arrange- 
ment, and he thinks it possible, 
even probable, thet the chemical 


qualities. 

Science, it would seam. ison 
the eve of another great simpli- 
zation in its conception of the 
fabric of the universe, by the ex- 
planation of chemical “laws” i 
terms of physica] laws. In one 
senso it is ‘a justification by ex- 
perimental science of the theary 
which underlay alchemy. The 
old alchemists believed in the 
possibility of transmuting the 
“pasar” metals into gold. Br 
incantations and crucibles, with 
magic tives and strong acids they 
explored the properties of matter, 
hoping to discover the aecret 
which would make them masters 
ofthe world. Doubtless there is 
a long stap between knowing the 
ingredients of the elements acd 
abilify to change one into an- 
other; a very long step! 
as it iavolyes ™ monxeyiog.” 
with the prodigious’ sub 
atomic forces. Bat the pro- 
gress achieved bas [ed to a con- 
reption of matter very different 
from that which people now 
middle-aged learnt at school. 

Twanty-five years ego we be- 
lieved that tha stuff of the 
upiverse was composed of ulti- 
mate. indivisible particles called 
atoms. each stamped .with its 
own properties and impossible to 
break up isto anything else. 
Each of the .elements—oxrygen, 
gold, sulpbur, carbon, and so 
forth—had its own kind of atom, 
so that all matter consisted of 
combinations of a limited number 
of different kinds of atoms. Those 
already known and those whose 
discovery might be anticipated 
amounted to under 100 in all. 

But already there was a suspi- 
cion that the elemants were not 
altogether unrelated. They could 
be arranged according to their 
atomic weigh‘a ina certain order, 
an ascending spiral in which the 
chemical properties corresponded 
with the position of the elements 
onthe curve. Clearly the order 
was more than accidental, for 
the properties and position of 
ooknown elements were predict- 
ed and.the pradiction confirmed 
by later actual discoveries. 
Clearly also it was the kind of 
order to be expected if there had 
been an evolution of the elements 
from some primitive substance, 
oriftbose of lesser weight had 
come into existence by. tke dis- 
integration of those that were 
heavier. Moreover, the paricdic 
law was not absolute.” Irregu- 
larities existed as if another 
factor were at-work,. something 
capricious such as exists 
in the evolution of living forme, 
or something to suggest that 


some ofthe elements might notbe; 


elementary. . Lastly, analysis by 
the spectroscope indicated in the 
most direct fashion that the 
elements were not the ultimate 

constituents of matter. . 
This discovery of radium with 
its’. startling property of in- 
stability. the discovery that it 
could give off helium, and thst 
radioactivity could induce the 
disintegration of other slementa, 
turned speculations into certain- 
ties. . Physicists can now under- 
stand how tbe elements can be 
built up out of the same materials 
and yet have different chemical 
Their present task is 


atom is 
planetary: system. The central 
“son” is a proton surrounded by 
the orbit of on¢.or more electrons 
and each system is kept stable 
by the balancing of the positive 
charge of electricity on the pro- 
ton.with the sum of the negative 
charges on the electrons.

The -Future of Liberalism. 


Lord Grey has returned to 
patty politics this week after ag 
absence of six years, broken only 
by one wery remarkable speech 
on Ireland in the House of Lords, 
writes “a Student of Potitics’ in 
the Daily Chronicle. -Both on 
political anid on personsl 
ground he will be welcomed 
back, for a good Opposition is 
almost ss serviceable as a 
good Governmest. and high 
character is equally indispensable 
ineither. Ifhecanimprové the 
Oppositian, the country (includ- 
ing the Government) will be the 
gainer; and in any ‘case, all who 
know Lord Grey:or his work are 
pleased that he is wel} and strong

His speech was interesting and 
ingeniously argued, and showed 
that he retains sl his old qualities 
without having ecquired new 
ones. Nearly allhis old qualities, 
perhaps one ought rather to say, 
for the gift of reticence which 
used to distinguish him seems to 
have deserted him on the subject 
of Ireland.

THE PAOTINGFU CONFERENCE. 


“An important conference,” as Chinese newspapers 
describe it, lasting some days bas lately been held at 
Paotingfu. the stronghold of the Chili War Lord, Tsao 
Kun. “Fhe nme has notorious militarist associations, and 
the War Lotds were. of course, staging the show, Probably 


it had no mor to do with the welfare of the Chinese nation|&*9? 


“than the Tientsin’ conference beld in the spring. which 
proved to be merely an arrangement for another raid on 
the Peking wfiers by the super-Tuchuns. Even then the 
proceedings. have a particular importance, seeing the 
influence whick those gentry wield over the fortunes of the 
republic. This time they professed to be really concerned, 
as probably they were. The question is. on whose account ? 
Were they just hatching mare plans for their own ag- 
graudisemenl, or were they this time considering wider 
issues, if only through being driven thereto by the course of 
events? Evsenthe ‘Tuchuns have paid lip-service to their 
country’s cawe, aud there was just the possibility that the 
Momentous discussions now going forward had prompted 
them to somepatriotic perception. . 

The conference was held in the dark, so we are left to 
the voice of conjecture as to what transpired. On the 
whole the event appears to hold out little promise of better 
things: but let us trace its course. That importance was 
attached to the vouference ‘by the parties immediately 
concerned is vbvious from the speed with which Wa Pui- 
foo, generally spoken of as the most progressive of the 
Northern. mililarists, quitted the Yaugtze revion te attend 
it. Perhaps the haste was due to tidings respecting Dr. 
Sun Yat-sen'sexpedition, which the North evidently regards 
seriously “nov, whatever it may have done a few months 
ago; probably this was the chief subject discussed at 
Paotingfu. Were we are met by the question of the 
aligoment of forces. The Chibli and Fengtien parties are 
nominally allies, but there have been numerous sigus of 
friction. Willthey join hands for their joint benelit in 
opposing the South! That is feasible enough, however 
much they “might quarrel afterwards. But there is the 
third man, Wu Pui-foo, now a super-Tuchun on his own 
account, and still the right-hand :nan of Tsao Kun, the 
Chibli super-Tuchun, but more rival than friend of Chang 
Tso-lin, perhips because of a mutual feeling that there is 
not room for both. There seems to bea possibility that 
the taree may form an alliance of convenience, if only a

The Amoy Incident. - 


A few weeks ago we reported 
a disturbance which had“takep 
place at Amoy in connectinn 
with the building of a new pier 
for Messrs. Butterfield and 
Swire, It was obvious at the 
tims that considerable local 
resentment was felt at the 
building of the pier on the 
Particular site chosen—in fact 
is was found necessary toimport 
lnbour isto Amoy in order to pet 
the work carried ont.

19 over an assault incident and 
a British warship ‘bad to be 
called in to maintain order.

He believed that the 
future American composer would 
write the greatest music the world 
has ever known.

“The Indian Suite,” and four 
symphonic poems for orchestra, 
Hoe also. wrote many beantiful 
songs and short pieces for the 
piano.

Japanese shipping—the 
ocean services at least—wore 
particularly instanced, The ship- 
ping concerns on tho European 
and American runs are finding it 
hard enough as it is to All the 
holds of their ships with ship- 
ments of stzel and ironware sod 
machinery and parts carried from 
Europe and America to the order 
of the navy-departmeot. If such 
shipments are not availsble in the 
fatcre ‘due to the suspension of 
warship construction, these ship- 
ping companies will naturally bo 
subjected to great difficulties in 
the operation and maintenance 
of their ocean services. 
Shipbuilders, too, are noxious. 
In the went of a long naval 
holiday, we are told, there is a 
danger that sHipbuilding com- 
paries, some of them with a big 
amount of capital, will have 
difficulty in escaping bankruptcy. 
But it seems fairly safe, we 
should suppose, to assumes that 
the Government is alive to this 
danger and will grant them some 
sort of guarantee or protection 
in tbe event, as soems likely, of 
the . naval progremme being 
carried oat.
